PIN HISTOriY. 


The Useful Ar?,*yl«s Wore. Known In Ktirty

Pins arc, r.a Ihu saying gee.-, a-s oid a? 


the hills. In scui'j fonn or another they 
have been in existence ever -siuce t:ui 
first parents clothed themselves i;i fig 
leaves, which grew wild in tho garden 
of Eden. Asa matter of fact, pins claim 
a very high antiquity, the earliest form 
being the natural thorn, which is stil] 
used to some extent by the peasant 
women of iipper Egypt, In prehistoric 
times pins wcra also mudo of the small 
bones offish nud animals. 


Among the remains of the lake dwell- 


ers of Europs have been found bronze 
pins and bronze brooches, in Vvhich tho 
pins form tho prominent feature, many 
of which arc highly ornamental and 
very beautiful. A £e\v' copper and oua 
iron pin have also boon found. It is esr 
tiniated Hurt 10,000 pins have been col- 
leoted at.tho lacustrine station of Swit- 
zerland alone. A few of these have dou- 
ble stems and were probably used at 
hairpins. 
There have been found at 


Pcschiers pins which are exactly the 
same in form as the safety pins of the 
present time. Among the single stem 
pii).s are many ingenious devices for 


• preventing tho spike from passing en- 
tirely through tho cloth or gtlier ma- 
terial it is used for fastening together. 
Many of them aro so formed that they 
are thicker in fxim; places than in oth- 
ers. A iRi'KO-miuibiT, both of bone and 
bronze, had tho huaOl formed of a loose 
ring passed through, nn eyo in tho piu. 
A few c-f 1'icm hiwo tho appearance of 
the WMVi'ipi;: HOY,' in nsa. IuEgyj!& i/ius 
with gold hi-nrlH havo been discovered, 
wliile in ur.i'ioi.:; Homo bronze pins Kiid 
bone htvirpiuu witU OMiimental heads 
havo been discovih-ocl among relics of 
Pompeii.

the Mercantile National Bank of New 
York, one of the great banks of the 
Onited States for years. Though orig- 
inally disposed to favor the single gold 
standard, he investigated the financial 
question thoroughly and espoused the 
cause of bimetallism, and for several 
years has been a staunch advocate of 
free coinage. As Mr. St. John's views 
were not in conformity with those ot 
the money kiugs of New York, he re- 
signed the presidency of the bank, with 
a salary of $18,009 a year, for the cause 
of silver. He was chosen Permanent 
Chairman of the National Silver Con 
voutioti at St. Louis, and delivered an 
abie speech ou the financial question. 
He said it is among the first principles 
of (Inauoe, that the value of each dol- 
lar, expressed in prices, depends upon 


' /the total number of dollars in olroula- 
/ tion. 
The plane of prices is high, 


/ 
when the number of dollars in circula- 
tion is great in proportion to the num- 
ber of things to be exchanged by means 
of dollars, and low when, the dollars 
are proportionately few. 
The plane o 


prices at present and for some time 
past baa been ruinously low. 


The increase of population calls for 


increasing exchange and thereby de 
mauds an increasing number of dol 
lars in circulation. The increase in 
number of dollars when dollars are 
confined to gold, is not sufficient to 
meet the growth of our exchange.

of gold, other than about $15,000,000 
circulating on the Pacific Coast, is al- 
ready in retirement. Practically all 
our gold IB in the United States Treas- 
ury, or held by banks. The gold in the 
Treasury will remain there if tfbe Sec- 
retary avalli himself of his option to 
redeem notes in silver. The gold ia the 
tanki constitutes the undisturbed por- 
tion of ttheir reserves against their lia- 
bilities. It will continue to do money 
doty H snob, reserve*, after a free coin- 
age of silver law i§ enacted; hence a 
premium on gold will not contract the 
oorrenoy. A •Imilar threat of the 
fight of gold wu nude for the passage 
of the Bland act In 1878, and Hayei was 
urged to veto it Instead of a fight of 
gold, M was predicted, we gained by 
importations $221,000,000 of foreign gold 
In twelve years. Instead of the de- 
traction of oar credit abroad, as had 
been predicted, the United States 4 per 
cent loan, which sold at 101 the day the 
Bland act passed, sold at 120 within 
three years. The 24,000,000 silver dot- 


ars/Which were coined the first year 
and clrcilated by means of silver oer- 
ifloates, redwood the demand for gold; 
lenoe the |threat of disaster now is 
without historic foundation. 


This, then, says Mr. St John, ia what 


will follow the reopening of oar mints 
to silver. The gold in the Treasury 
will remain there. A premium on gold 
will not contract the currency. It will 
increase our exports by yielding a 
larger net return in dollars, and dimin- 
ish oar imports. This will sat our 
mills to running, swell the number of 
operatives, increase their wages, there- 
by increasing the number and paying 
capacity of consumers and thus enlarge 
oar home markets. The instant that; 
European trade settlements with the 
Doited States are made in gold, parity 
lor onr gold and silver money is estab- 
lished in the markets of the world. 


The facts and figures given by Mr. 


St. John, refute the arguments of the 
;old men, and show that he under- 
stands the subject.. His speech should 
be extensively circulated in gold stand- 
ard communities, and if it should ba 
read at any of the gold clubs now being 
organized, it would stampede the mem- 
oers.

WHERE ABM WB AIT 


Will Some Local Oold Standard Advo- 


cate Tell 17* ? 


EDITOB JOUBSAI/—The trade balance 


for the fiscal y*>ar ending June 30,1896, 
was in favor of the United Stales to the 
amount of $102,801,923 and for the same 
year the exports of gold and silver ex- 
ceeded the import by $112,000,000, but 
in the face of this favorable showing 
we have increased our debtto Europe 
by an enormous amount. This fact is 
proven by the large amount of bonds 
that the Europeans are continually 
taking against the property in the 
Unites States, as well as acquiring title 
to immense tracts of land, mines and 
other property. 


To a person unacquainted with the 


immense absorbing power of money 
placed at compound interest, the above 
statement of facts appear very con- 
flicting. 
When people read of the 


European syndicates buying mines, 
factories, stocks, bonds and real estate 
in the United States they think th.it 
the gold is brought from Europe to pay 
for this property and that we have in, 
creased our stock of gold by a like 
amount. Even MoKinley, as late as 
September, 1892, shared In this belief i 
as the following extract from his speech) 
•delivered at Beatrice, Nebraska, Clearly 
proves: 


Yet during tho last fiscal year we 


sold abroad nearly $203,000,000 more 
than we bought abroad. This was an 
excess in our favor which foreigners 
paid to us, and which we nave at home 
circulating among our people. 


McKinley made this speech about 


the 1st of September, 18^2, and as the 
fiscal year ended some two months 
previous be undoubtedly presumed 
that the foreigners had paid this 
balance in gold and it had entered into 
active circulation. Let us take a glance 
at the statistical abstract of the United 
States and see how the Europeans 
poured their treasure into the lap of 
the United States to settle this big 
trade balance. For the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30,1892, our excess o f exports 
of gold and silver above the exports 
was $13,351,346. It was undoubtedly 
such a profound ignorance on finance 
as MoKinley manifested In Nebraska 
in 1892 that made him a bankrupt in 
1893. 


As we have shown how the bonds, 


stocks and title to property in the 
United States is rapidly passing into 
the hands of the Europeans, notwith- 
standing the fact that the balance of 
trade is in our favor, let us see how it 
is done. One hundred years ago the 
principal of the national debt was 
$83,000,000, and of the public and 
private debt at that time probably not 
less than $60,000,000 was owed to for- 
eign nations. The movement of stocks, 
bonds and specie clearly prove that 
about this amount has been left here at 
compound Interest. 
After making 


liberal estimates for worthless invest- 
ments the debt of $60,000,000 in 1796 
has grown to a debt of at least $10,000,- 
000,000 in 1896. This vast debt at the 
low rate of 4 per cent yearly interest 
requires $400,000,000 per annum to set- 
tle. 
If we have a balance of trade in 


our favor of $100,000,000 and export an- 
other $100,000,000 in specie we still owe 
$200,000,000 on interest account, which 
is settled 
with more bonds. Tom 


Beed's remedy for this alarming state 
of affairs is the gold standard, a high 
tariff and more foreign capital to help 
develop the resources of the United 
States. 
More foreign capital means 


more interest to pay, and as we are 
pa ying the great bulk of the interest 
now with more interest bearing bonds 
we would like for Mr. Beed or some 
other advocate of the gold standard to 
tell us how long it will take to suffic- 
iently develop our resources so we can 
pay the interest on what we owe with- 
out getting deeper in debt. 
Perhaps 


some of the local advocates of the gold 
standard can give the desired informa- 
tion. 
We would like to hear from 


them.

Tbe temperature of the week from 


August 9th to 15th, inclusive, will 
a forage above the mean of the month 
in the Great Central Valleys, lake 
regions and westward, and below the 
mean of tbe month in the Eastern 
States.

The dry period 
of the month will come earlier in the 
Eastern States, followed during tbe 
middle third ot tbe month by frequent 
showers, the month closing ont dry. 


A few technical terms are necessary 


in weather lore, even in newspaper 
literature. A technical word may often 
express as much as can be crowded 
into several lines of common language. 
The terms normal, mean and average 
are very useful and their technical 
meanings should be understood by all 
who read these bulletins. The com- 
mon reader, often regards these as 
synonymous terms but they are not. 


Tbe term normal expresses a con- 


stant. 
The normal temperature of

take the 7 A. H., 2 p. M , double the 9 p. 
M., divided by 4. Then we have the 
mean of tbat day. 


Departure means tbat the tempera- 


ture or rainfall or air pressure is above 
qr below tbe normal There are hourly, 
daily, monthly, weekly and annual 
normals in use, but none of them are 
exactly correct. When I say that the 
middle third of August will average 
above the mean temperature of the 
month in the Great Central Valleys I 
do not tbefebr say that it will average 
above the normal because the two 
terms may indicate opposite conditions 
of weather. The meau of tbat montb 
may be far below the normal, and while 
the hottest third of the month will be 
above the mean it might be below the 
normal.

And, of conrse, it 
took in tho queens of the city, tho fail 
uui'.rons of tho homos and tho mistresses 
of tlio pretty establishments. 


Today tbo doorsteps of these houses 


yawn vacantly and the vines fluttering 
over tho portals seem to say, "She comes 
not yet." 


Tlie greatest bargain sale of wives 


erw known took place vipou a recently 
opened domain a few years ago. 
A 


frantic call was sent to the cities for 100 
women. And poor girls, out of fun and 
CTiirioaity and willingness to havo 
home, went ont there. The men met 
thcni at tho station. Tho girls looked 
them over shyly. By evening all the 
girls had found boarding places in the 
v.-ooden shanties of tho "town." And 
by Sunday tho parson was kept busy ty- 
ing the unptial knots. The prettiest 
girls and tho richest ones got the 
wealthiest men, A girl with $50 was an 
heiress and n man with $100 a prince. 
Tho plain girls took np with poorfel' 
lov.-s, with hopes and chances. It was a 
quick, natural selection. 


Ono very handsome fellow, with 


blond curls, got a vory pretty girl, 
though neither hud a cent. It \vasacase 
of beauty. The rude courtship was car- 
ried on in (ho .three evenings between 
the time the girls arrived and Sunday, 
and within a week there wore nearly 
100 simU! wooden houses going up in 
the town.

Kipctriclty and Vegetation 


As there aro a groat many references 


in onr scientific excbtwges of late to 
tho infli-.uiice of electricity on germinsit 
ing 8W<3s and growing plants wo will 
stuto that such experiments are not 
new. Researches in that line were car- 
ried CD away buck in tho fifties. In 1358 
H. P. Baxter oi: Scotland wrote as fol- 
lows iu. Tha British Botanical Eeviovy: 


"As it may be considered a law in 


vegetable physiology that all pluutf 
havo u tendency during tho germination 
of their seeds to develop in two diamet- 
rically opposite directions, the root and 
the stem, the qxiestion arose, Might 
not this direction bo influenced or coun- 
teracted by submitting the germinating 
seeds to a current of electricity? Accord- 
ingly, a series of experiments were un- 
dertaken which wore carried out with 
elaboration of detail. After months oi 
patient experimenting I feel justified in 
announcing that no definite conclusions 
wore drawn from them as to the rela- 
tive effect of tho electricity, although 
each series of experiments was varied 
and multiplied.!'—St. Louis Republic. 


Shelley and Fire and Flame, 


Unlike most poets, and in this resem- 


bling bis 
contemporary Turner in 


painting, Shelley began with no special 
love of color, but developed it with his 
general development. The chief char' 
acterof Shelley's color is that it ia al- 
ways mingled with light and move- 
ujent. His is "a green and glowing 
light like that which drops from folded 
lilies in which glowworms dwell." It 
is trauslucont color, proceeding from 
eoiuo "inmost purple spirit of light," 
nud he eecms to be always looking 
through a rainbow hned cascade. A 
cmioxis feature in his use of color is the 
evidently unconscious repetition of the 
same word within a few lines. Tho col- 
or seems to flash before him and disap- 
pear. His colors aro fluid, opaline, ir- 
idescent. 
In this, again, as in the 


'' Witch of Altas,'' strongly resembling 
Turner's later use of color, they make 
"a tapestry of fleeoelike mist," or 
"woven exhalation underlaid with lam- 
ben£ lightning fire." 


No poet has ever used flre so exten- 


sively. "Men scarcely know how beau- 
tiful flre is," he says. "Each flame of 
it is as a precious stone dissolved in 
ever moving light." Ho finds the sem- 
blance of flame inthounlikeliest places, 
even in water, for the dew in a flower 
is like flre, even in tho solid marble, 
for the pyramid of Oeatna is a flame. 
Everywhere he sees color fused with 
light and in perpetual movement. The 
whole visible universe is "a dome of 
many colored glass," which "stains the 
white radiance of eternity." Shakes- 
peare had hinted that such was his 
conception of the world, but Shelley 
worked it out with a convinced sincer- 
ity and daring imaginative insight 
•which seem part of the very texture of 
this fascinating personality whose fit 
emblejcjiji the flame ef the funeral pyre.
